IT  will  be  seen  from  the  following  passage  in  connection 
with  the  Langleys,  Rectors  of  Prestwich,  taken  in 
substance  from  Bookers  History  of  Prestwich , 4to,  pp. 
88  seq.,  1852,  and  unfortunately  transferred  to  the  new 
edition  of  Baines’s  History  of  Lancashire  (Harland),  vol. 
i,  p.  449,  4to,  1868,  that  little  dependance  can  be  placed 
on  the  statements  in  it : 

“ Ralph  Langley  is  the  first  Rector  of  whom  anything 
is  known,  and  is  said  to  have  erected  the  present  Church, 
being  second  son  of  Sir  Robert  Langley,  and  nominated 
by  his  father  as  early  as  1428.  In  1465  he  became 
Warden  of  Manchester,  and  died  after  1490.  Thomas 
Langley  was  the  next  Rector,  and  held  the  benefice  in 
the  years  1507-15 17.  Sir  William  Langley  was  Rector 
in  and  probably  died  in  1569.”
